“Cruel Truth”

LONDON, Feb. 19—(CP)—Pro- 
paganda minister Paul Joseph 
Goebbels told what he called the 
“cruel truth” to the German peo- 
ple yesterday—that “motorized 
robot divisions” of the Red army | 
had “broken loose with a power 
eclipsing all imagination,” and 
that “we must act quickly and 
thoroughly or it might be too 
late.” 


“Danger is imminent,” 
quoted as saying by 
radio. 

The Nazi propagandist complain- 
ed that other countries, including 
Britain and the United States, fail- 
ed to realize the “Bolshevist-Jewish 
peril.”

There was a surplus of $234,- + 


097 in the accident fund reserve, 
at Dec. 31, 1942, compared with a 
minimum deficit of $505,523 in the 


same fund in 1935. This. is an 
actual improvement of $239,620 
over the seven-year period. In 


the same time, the board's medi- 
cal aid reserve improved by the 
sum of $51,300, and disaster and 
continoency reserves gained by 
$233,069. 


There were 18,680 accidents re- 
pei’ d to the board in 1942, a 10 
per cent increase over 1941 As- 
sessments increased in a year by 
20 pcr cent, from a 1941 total of 
$1,788.89, to 1942, $2,141,236. These 
increased figures reflect the up- 


trend in industrial activity in Al- 
berta during 1942 |

A Side-Thrust 


The news from Tunisia is not good. But 
neither is it alarming, despite the hysterics 
of shell-shocked London papers which en- 
visioned the Afrika Korps cutting across 
Algeria to break the communication lines 
of the British First army and compel its 
retreat from the Bizerte-Tunis front. It 
may be that General Rommel has so am-

Starting Action 


A committee of 4] members of the 
House of Commons is be forme whose 
duty will be to study the question of what 


kind of social security system would best 
fit into Canadian conditions. The commit- 
tee is not being asked to say whether or 
not a system shal! be established) That 
point has been settled, in the affirmative 
An attempt is to be made to give the Cana 
dian citizen “freedom from fear and free- 
dom from want” through insurance 
against the financial results of sickness 
unemployment and other common adverse 
factors. The task set for the committee us 
to draw a plan to accomplish this purpose. 

The committee is being created early 


in the session. Obviously the intention is 
that it will get to work quickly and will 
be able to make a report with as little de- 
lay aS necessary to a proper study of the 
subject. It is to be hoped this will be 
; brought in before parliament rises, and 
that the necessary legislation can be en- 
acted at the present session. 

But to expect this is rather sanguine. 
The subject is a broad one, and whatever 
action is taken will extend into the long 
future. A soundly-based plan, one that will 
meet the need and will not break down, is 
required. Better that there should be a 


| few months’ delay, or a year’s delay if ne- 


cessary, than that badly - constructed 
machinery should be rushed into operation 


and have to be rebuilt when put to the 
test. 

There are of course any number of 
ready-made schemes which the committee 
might choose from. Some of these are a!- 
ready in operation in other countries, but 
none of them was made for Canada nor 
for conditions duplicating those which ex- 
ist here. Some are the untried product of 
the native genius for painlessly abolish- 
ing all the worries of life, which the com- 
mittee-members will hardly wish to take 
the responsibility of saddling on the coun- 
try. 

What is required of this committee is 
hard and conscientious work, sound real- 
ism and practical sense. One way or the 
other it is bound to achieve immortality 
by its report. It will be remembered as 
the architect of an enduring and bene- 
ficent reform, or as the author of a tragic 
failure. The public will hope that its labors 
will meet with success in keeping with the 
importance of the object in view.

Then if you will make 
the cat and dog come alive by mak 
ing them pretend to meow and 
bark and jump at her and wrestle 
with her, she'll laugh instead of cry 
at their antics. All picture books
